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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1. The rejection of Claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for polymer dispersion containing cellulose acetate and starch 
acetate and a method of preparing the said dispersion , does not reasonably provide enablement 
for a dispersion containing any hydrophobic polysaccharide and its method preparation, has been 
overcome in view of Applicants' amendments. The amended claims (see amendment of 
6/26/2009) are now drawn to cellulose acetate and starch acetate as the specifc hydrophobic 
carbohydrates for which enablement is seen in the instant specification. 

2. The rejection of Claims 15-16 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-2, 13, 15 and 19 of U.S. Patent No. 6,780,903 
('903) has been rendered moot by cancellation of the claims. Amended claim 17 is now a 
product claim which is not obvious over claims 1-2, 13, 15 and 19 of the '903 patent since it is 
drawn to the use of a specific percentage of the nonobvious alkenyl succinic anhydride or the 
alkenyl succinate as the plasticizer. The Declaration of Dr. Peltonen also shows that in the 
process of the closest prior art, Yoshioki et al, replacement of octenyl succinic anhydride with 
succinic anhydride does not form a dispersion as instantly claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by the applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
